ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


BOARD OF EDUCATION, 


Of Union School District, No. J, in Tilton. 


Our schools are maintaining their standard in scholarship, 
and the work throughout the rooms is fully equal to that done 
in previous years. 

Our teacher of music was given an indefinite leave of ab- 
sence early in the year. The sickness of a near relative de- 
manded her presence and aid. No special instructor has been 
put in the place. 

At the request of the teachers, the Board endeavored to se- 
cure an instructor in drawing, in the place of the one in music, 
for the remainder of the year.. No one was found that was 
available. It will soon be necessary to give this branch of ed- 
ucation the attention that it deserves. 

The teacher of the third and tourth grades is away for this 
winter term on leave of absence. Her place is very ably filled 
by a substitute. 

The truant oficer has done efficient work, and nearly every 
child in the district has been in the school. As we take the 
census in April and the school year begins with August, the 
changes of the summer make it difficult to secure the attendance 
of every child in the district. 

The rooms are badly crowded. One room having a normal 
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capacity of 48 pupils, has 73 on the roll. There are two grades 
in this room, which nearly doubles the work of the teacher. 
The other rooms are full and in some we have had to place 
extra desks. 

Asa health measure we have had the budding disinfected 
each week, and so far have escaped any serious epidemic. 


In view of the long anticipated occupancy of a new building 
we have expended as little as possible for repairs. Some 
work was necessary to make the furnaces serviceable, and the 
shut off valve and a short length of pipe in the water connec- 
tion had to be replaced. 

No new apparatus has been purchased during the year. 

One hundred and fifty copies of Reed’s Words Lessons and 
four dozen copies of Baldwin’s Third Reader have been pur- 
chased to replace books that were worn out. 

About ten dollars worth of books have been added to the, 
supplementary reading. 

Twelve of our pupils have attended the Suarinary. three of 
whom are on the work of the second year. 

All who entered in the fall have kept up with the Seminary 
standard in scholarship and deportment. 


Bay Hill district of Northfield has come in this year as tui- 
tion pupils, the town district finding it more satisfactory than 
the maintaining of a separate school for the few pupils resid- 
ing in the district. 

The Supt. of Public Instruction desires that we should take 
steps towards uniting with some of the surrounding towns, for 
the purpose of forming a Supervisory District, employing a 
Superintendent of Schools. If this is done, the state will pay 
one-half of the salary of the Superintendent. This method is 
used in other states with excellent results, and will be adopted 
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this coming spring by the more progressive parts of our own 
state. We believe that our schools can be greatly improved 
by this plan, and that the result can be brought about with no 
increase in the present appropriation for school purposes. 

Our running expenses have been a little less than last year, 
but we have had to renew the insurance on the building, and 
meet the expense of the census and extra school meeting of 
last May. These items were not anticipated at the last annual 
meeting. 

We note that the citizens are taking more interest in the 
schools, and that a goodly number of visitors are recorded in 
some of the rooms. However we feel that the teachers and 
the Board of Education would be pleased to have more visi- 
tors. Come in and see the work of your schools. 

We think that the distr.ct would come to the annual meet- 
ings with a better appreciation of the work and needs of the 
schools, and that the opinion and position of the Board of Ed- 
ucation would be better understood. 

We have registered since the opening of the fall term 281 


pupils, 29 more than in the whole of last year. They are di- 
vided among the rooms as below.
